AT CARLSBAD 


The monthly Carlsbad AMA sanc- 
tioned road races are now taking on 
added flavor as this is race season 


with events being heldthree and four ` 


times a week all over the country. 

The vast majority of the top road / 
racers in the west have and will be 
competing at Carlsbad this Sunday, 
July 30th and August 20th. The rea- 
son, they will be getting ready for 
the second annual running of the 75 
mile AMA National Championship 
Race that will be held on September 
24th. 

The last five races at Carlsbad 
have produced five different winners 
in the “Open”, or big bike class for 
the same machines that compete at 
Daytona and Laconia every year in 
March and June. 

Riders such as Cal Rayborn, 
Eddie Mulder, Bill Manley, Don Ves- 
co and Johnny Apple have come up 
as the winners in recent races. 

The monthly Carlsbad races, held 
prior to the September national, are 
open to any and all riders, or would 
be beginners. The track has classes 
for every size machine built in the 
USA or imported into the country. 

There are classes for riders who 
have lightweight street machines. 
This is known as the production 
class and riders may enter and race 
their bikes by taking off the mirrors 
and kick stands.

TOUR EUROPE 


BY MOTORCYCLE 


Motorcycle enthusiasts in the US 
are offered an opportunity to tour 
Europe for three weeks by. motor- 
cycle. They will travel across Hol- 
land, Germany, Austria, Italy, Swit- 
zerland, France and Belgium. In- 
cluded in the package price of the 
Tour will be a cycle, which will be 
waiting in Amsterdam. 

Persons going on the tour will 
leave Los Angeles, Chicago or New 
York by specially arranged aircraft 
for Amsterdam, where they will be 
met by a bike of their choice. The 
tour will take them through many of 
Europe's beauty spots, with over- 
night stops in selected hotels. 

Tour members will see Old Am- 
Sterdam, the fabled castles of the 
Rhine and the student town of Heidel- 
berg. Continuing through the medieval 
town of Lucerne in Switzerland they 
will visit the Italian lake country 
and, from there, visit Milan, Flor- 
ence and Rome. Turning north, they 
will see Nice and Lyon on their way 
through France to Paris for 2% days 
sightseeing. From Paris the tour 
will move to Brussels for more sight- 
seeing before planes are boarded 
back to the United States. 

Accompanying the motorcyclists 
will be a guide and a factory truck 
for servicing purposes. 

The complete cost of the Tour 
from Los Angeles for 22 days, start- 
ing in mid-September, will range from 
$1,658.85 to $1,754.85 depending on 
the model chosen. Included in the 
price is the cost of all hotels with 
private bathrooms, two meals a day, 
air fare to and from the United 
States, sightseeing and the freight 
of a motorcycle from Holland to the 
U.S. 

Further details can be obtained 
from: Ted Van Der Kolk and Sons, 
1809 South Brand Boulevard, Glen- 
dale, California 91204.

QUESTION: What motorcycles are 

best for the dirt and is 
there a bike that will perform well in 
the dirt as well as running seventy 
plus on the freeway? J.D.-Long Beach 


ANSWER: To answer your question 

with the greatest simpli- 
city, I must state that motorcycles 
designed for the dirt are best for the 
dirt, although many distributors have 
produced combination street/scram- 
bler machines. If you intend to ride 
the dirt for fun only, then one such 
combo unit will suffice, but if com- 
petition is a goal, then obtain a ma- 
chine produced for dirt competition. 
The figure of seventy plus is a bit 
high for any combo unit, except for 
one of at least 650cc displacement. 
When you obtain a machine of that 
size there is bound to be a great 
deal of weight to throw around and 
recover in an anxious moment of dirt 
riding. If you're big enough physical- 
ly, then take a look at machines 
such as the Norton 750cc scrambler, 
Triumph TR6C, Enfield 750cc TT 
Interceptor, Matchless GISCS and a 
new 650cc Kawasaki scrambler, soon 
to be released. 


PP EA A 
QUESTION: / recently tore down my 

500cc Velo for overhaul 
and found the piston and head cov- 
ered with an immense amount of car- 
bon. What caused this? B.B.-Pomona. 


ANSWER: Many things lend them- 

selves to carbon formation 
in an engine, be it two or four stroke. 
The oil you used could in itself be 
a cause due to too heavy a weight or 
the carbon-bearing additives in the 
lubricant. Gasoline has carbon in its 
makeup and dust or dirt is a great 
contributor to carbon buildup if im- 
proper air cleaners are used. If you 
have excessively loose intake valve 
guides, the cylinders will receive 
direct oiling via the intake valve to 
piston crown, thus heavy carbon. 


KEE, 


QUESTION: Some people think I’m 
nuts in washing my bike 
too often, but it just drives me nuts 
to see a lot of oil and dirt. What is 
the best gunk I can use to make it an 
easier job? D.P. — Boulder, Colo. 


ANSWER: I’m all for your side! I 

think your riding a clean 
machine does a great deal in improv- 
ing peoples image of a dirty so and 
so machine. There are many “Gunks” 
on the market and each one works, 
but I have found something that 
makes the bike look like new and 
the idea of starting the engine for 
warming up is not necessary. Obtain 
“Mr. Clean,” the all purpose cleaner, 
from your local supermarket. Brush 
it on wherever desired (full strength) 
and then hoseit off. Aluminum shines 
like new and there is no harmful film 
left on paint after washing.

Fast response from California motorcycle enthusiasts succeeded 
in stopping the controversial *Motorcycle Danger Bill" (A.B. 978) from 
being railroaded through the state legislatures. 

Democratic party leader from Inglewood, Jesse Unruh acted as our 
“ombudsman” in transferring the bill to the Ways and Means Committee 
where it can be trimmed down to size. 

You Did It! 

Readers can take much of the credit for winning the first signifi- 
cant battle in the war against uninformed m/c legislation. Letters and 
telegrams spelled out the will of the people in no uncertain terms. 

Credit should go also to the dealers and distributors who made 
their objections known to their representative in Sacramento both in 
person and by Public Opinion Telegrams. 

Unruh pulled the bill off file and sent it to the Ways and Means 
Committee, which indicated strongly that the bill was in trouble. 
Checking with Assemblyman Crown’s office, CYCLE NEWS learned 
that it would take a letter from the Governor to set it for hearing before 
they act on the budget, as it has an appropriation in it. The budget 
won't be heard for at least a month and even if it is heard before Ways 
and Means. After that we can kill it if we want to. Insiders in Sacra- 
mento feel thatit won't be heard at all. We'll keep an eye on it for you. 

Training and Testing Costly 

The cost of training and testing California's nearly one million 
motorcycle riders appears to be the hang-up that stopped the bill. This 
delay gives us the time we need to convince the legislature that the 
bill needs amending beforeit is passed. Specifically, the dreaded com- 
pulsory helmet portion, the dual rearview mirror requirements and es- 
pecially the Car-Before-The-Bike license sections should be pigeon- 





holed forever. 


So keep the cards and telegrams coming, kiddies. Somebody up 
there in the capitol is paying attention. Hurrah for the democratic 


process! 


“Another Victory in California 

Local motorcycle distributors and the national trade association 
succeeded recently in amending another ill-considered motorcycle bill 
in Sacramento. Sponsored by the same Assemblyman Foran who wrote 
AB 978, this law would require motorcycles to have battery operated 
lights. The industry spokesmen succeeded in getting the bill changed 
to become effective in 1970 and will require only that a battery be 
supplied that will keep the tail light lit for 20 minutes. 


SIMULATOR PROGRESS 


The motorcycle simulator that 
Cycle News is currently developing 
underwent its toughest test at the 
recent Cycle World Show. We nearly 
burned out the projector motor in the 
dozen Or so demonstrations, owing 
to a hastily designed brake system. 
And the movie of road hazards clear- 
ly called for tighter editing. There 
were too many long stretches where 
no danger appeared, and people re- 
acted to these either by tensing up 
in anticipation or else they relaxed 
too much and yielded to distractions. 


Like The Real Thing 


Our simulator banks and turns 
like a: real motorcycle at low speed 
(0-20mph). In other words, you point 
the bars in the direction you want to 
turn, and the simulator leans and 
turns on pivots. Most people are 
aware that, over a certain speed, 
depending on the motorcycle's geom- 
etry, you push the left bar to turn 
left and the right bar to turn right. 
It's hard to believe until you try it, 
but this is the reaction that allows 
the phenomenon racers call "cross- 
ing up." Since the simulator is being 
developed to teach intermediate rid- 
ing skills, it is not made to be 
crossed up. That, and the fact that 
you can't break traction, and you 
cannot crash, are the main differ- 
ences between the feel of the simu- 
lator compared to a real bike. It was 
suggested that more realism could 
be had by adding a vibrator, and per- 
haps blowing wind on the rider. But 
we think that such tricks would only 


distract the rider from the main pur- 
pose of the machine, which is to 
test and train his reactions to road 
and traffic situations. 


Future Plans 

The simulator's throttle operates 
a potentiometer which speeds up and 
slows down the projector. The rider 
watches a film on a.rear projection 
Screen which looks like traveling 
down the road from the rider's point 
of view. There is a foot brake to 
Stop the picture when dangeris close. 
Our new projector will have a device 
to stop the action on a frame so that 
each danger can be studied and 
discussed. 

Several universities engaged in 
safety studies and instructional 
technology have asked for demon- 
strations of the simulator and one 
large government agency has arranged 
to test riders to determine the acci- 
dent-prevention value of our train- 
ing machine. The next step for Cycle 
News will be to install the simulator 
in a self-contained trailer so that it 
can be demonstrated around the state. 

The simulator and a full set of 
training films will be available for 
lease this summer if any school or 
dealer wants to teach “road wisdom” 
without risk. Contact me for infor- 
mation.

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MOTORCYCLING AT AN 


EASTERN UNIVERSITY

While visiting my mother at Syracuse University in Syracuse, New York 
(she is Resident Advisor of a dormitory that houses 76 freshman coeds) I be- 
came immediately aware of a large on-campus motorcycle population. Bikes, 


big and small, were everywhere, 

Curious to find out more about 
the advantages and/or problems 
faced by motorcycle-minded college 
students in the Eastern U.S.,1 spoke 
at some length with a personable 
young member of the Syracuse two- 
wheeled fraternity named Roger 
Pierson.

Rapid Progress 

A major in Forestry who begins 
his senior year next September, 
Roger started riding two years ago. 
His first mount, A Vespa scooter, 
was soon exchanged for a150cc Moto 
Morini, which in turn was replaced 
by a 250cc H-D Sprint, He is now 
the proud possessor of an immacu- 
late black and white Harley-Davidson 
Sportster that he describes with a 
grin as *great." 

Two of Pierson's fraternity 
brothers also own motorcycles — one 
a 650cc BSA and one a 650cc Tri- 
umph. The inevitable Harley-Triumph- 
BSA harangues are toned down some- 
what by the fact that all three ride 
big bikes, as compared to the smaller 
machines they rather disdainfully re- 
fer to as “popcorn poppers.” 

The picturesque Syracuse cam- 
pus, which sprawls over hundreds of 
hilly acres, has a student population 
of about 16,000...and the usual park- 
ing problems. Although it is impos- 
sible to ascertain the total number 
of motorcycles in use (registration 
is required by school authorities, 
but overlooked by many students), 
Pierson estimates the amount has 
doubled in the past year. 

One reason for reluctance to reg- 
ister bikes may be the ruling that 
only one vehicle may be operated by 
each student, and, during the winter 
months, motorcycling comes to a 
snowbound standstill. 

.Helmet Hassle 

Speaking of rules, helmets are 
now mandatory for all motorcycle 
riders in New York State, and for

breaking the law until basic require- 
ments could be hastily defined. So 
far, only Bell helmets have been ap- 
proved. 

Roger Pierson thinks the helmet 
law is a good one, from a safety 
standpoint, but says it’s difficult to 
talk a girl into buying a helmet *just 
for one date." And then there's the 
hairdo problem. But, all things con- 
sidered, Pierson feels that owning a 
motorcycle has helped his social 
life on campus. 

Other suggested legal measures 
that (fortunately) have not been 
passed include installation of gov- 
ernors on machines, mandatory crash- 
bars and seat belts. (!) 

Requirements for motorcycle trav- 
el on high-speed New York thruways 
are determined not by horsepower 
rating, as in California, but by wheel 
size — minimum 18"x3". 

Handlebars are usually somewhat 
higher than those now popular on the 
West Coast, but they too are subject 
to limitation. They may measure no 
more than 15 inches above the level 
of the seat. 

Special Tests 

Another recently passed New 
York state law requires that motor- 
cyclists must take a special observed 
test before receiving their riding li- 
censes, or must show proof of two 
year’s experience (receipts for two 
license plates). In any case, a regu- 
lar driver’s license is not enough. 

The test is a simple one, how- 
ever. The cyclist is instructed to 
Start and stop, then to make right 
and lefthand figure-eight turns. If he

Helpful Dealer 

In the case of Roger Pierson, his 
dealer first taught him to ride. The 
dealer, John Flummerfelt, a 26-year- 
oldformer automobile drag racerfrom 
Roger's home town.of Auburn, New 
York, is very conscientious about 
instructing everyone to whom he 
sells a bike. 





Emphasizing the thoroughness of 
Flummerfelt's teaching skill is the 
fact that pupil Pierson has never 
been involved in an accident of any 
kind. 

Earlier this year, Roger and his 
BSA-riding buddy were participants 
in a movie, "The Rise and Popular- 
ity of Motorcycles," prepared as a 
course project by a University photo- 
graphy student. Representing the 
“serious” cyclists, they were filmed 
riding along in helmets, boots, 
leather jackets and other appropriate 
attire. 

By contrast, the “careless” rider, 
mounted on a 50cc machine, was 
pictured without a helmet, clad in 
shorts, and endangering not only 
himself but an equally unprotected 
female companion. The film was suc- 
cessfully received, and taped for 
later presentation on an educational 
television network. 

There are currently half-a-dozen 
coeds (properly helmeted) riding 
solo on the Syracuse campus, in- 
cluding a beauty recently voted “Miss 
Rochester." Though one girl is the 
skillful mistress of a 650cc BSA, 
most of them are content with small 
Hondas and Yamahas. 

Less Noise, Please 

Pet peeve of the more experienced 
riders such as Roger and his frater- 
nity brothers is the street-racer type 
of fellow who incurs the wrath of all 
the neighbors by running straight 
pipes. “I guess if they make more 
noise they think they’re going faster,” 
says Pierson. 

Although Roger must devote a 
great deal of time to his studies 
(the Forestry curriculum includes 
studies of biological sciences, wood 
products engineering, pulp and paper 
technology, resources management 
and landscape architecture) he is 
remarkably well informed on the 
overall motorcycle scene ‘and looks 
forward to traveling the mid-Atlantic 
states this summer on his Sportster. 
His ultimate goal, professionally, is 
to go into the manufacture of veneer 
and plywood. 

Roger enjoys races, attends local 
scrambles and hillclimbs, and last 
year traveled to the road races at 
Laconia. Campus sports in which he 
participates include basketball (he*s 
6'3") and fencing. 

He also admitted being involved 
in the spectacular student water 
fights that received widespread pub- 
licity recently. “Just a way of letting 
off steam before final exams,” says 
Pierson. “But,” he emphasizes, “I 
didn’t approve of dumping water on 
motorcycles,”

LOUISVILLE, June 11— Grand Na- 
tional Champ, Bart Markel, came up 
as the winner this afternoon at the 
first cycle race ever held at the 
plush Louisville Downs half-mile at 
Louisville, Ky.

Back came Bart in the heat race 
to win with ease. Mann and Fred Nix 
also won their heat races and the 
Stage was set for the Main Event. 


Nix In Lead 

Nix jumped to an early lead with 
Markel closing fast, Markel was right 
on top of the Oklahoman and ready 
to take the lead when Freddie lost 
his skid shoe. The shoe came loose, 
hit the rear wheel and shot high into 
the air. 

Chris Draayer then took up the 
challenge and closed to within five 
lengths towards the end of the 30- 
lap Final. Markel looked over his 
shoulder, tucked in and stretched it 
out to win his first National of the 
season and climb into the top ten in 
the current National Standings for 
the first time. 

Point leader Gary Nixon failed to 
make the Main Event. George Roeder 
was plagued with engine troubles in 
the Final and dropped out. Mert Law- 
will picked up four points and moved 
into second in the current standings, 
behind Nixon. Roeder dropped to third. 


Keen, Roeder Sidelined 

Neil Keen joined Roeder on the 
sidelines and finished in last place 
and for the second straight week, 
without national points. 

Northern Californian Earl Lout, 
was a runaway winner in the ten lap 
Amateur final. It was Lout's first 
big win. 

The Louisville grandstands were 
packed with 10,000 paying fans and 
it was a Harley-Davidson sweep. It 
was also Milwaukee's first win on 
the National circuit with the record 
now standing at one win each for 
Triumph, BSA and H-D. 

The first heat of Experts looked 
like a National in itself, due to the 
tithe worn tradition of placing riders 
in various heat races from the clock 
results rather than on known ability 
and past performance. i 

Big Guns Fail to Qualify 

Cancelled out of the final for not 
placing inside the first four were: 
Nixon, Swede Savage, Babe DeMay 
and Darrel Dovel. 

Phil Hawk, from Glendale, came 
from way back late in the consola- 
tion event to win the also-ran race. 

Next on the national trail is the 
100 mile road race at Loudon, N.H. 
on June 19th. 

CYCLE NEWS will have a com- 
plete rundown on that one in the next 
issue. Buddy Elmore was the winner 
last year in the big bike event. It 
was not a National in *66 but is one 
this year. 

Gary Nixon won the 250cc event 
in the mountains of New Hampshire 
a year ago and was the double win- 
ner at Daytona, the only National 
road race run to date in ‘67.

Out of the 280 entries, there were 
six women riders and four sidecars. 
We were unable to spot any of the 
female riders on Sunday but one of 
the Desert Daisies seemed to be 
doing quite well on the first day. 
None of the sidecars were able to 
complete the first day, but George 
Wolfe, past winner of the 175-mile 
National, the Little Burr and two- 
time winner of the Jack Pine, lasted 
the longest and has a good chance 
of being the winner. 

We wouldn't venture a guess as 
to the number trail bike entries, but 
there were quite à few. Of this large 
group, we only saw three finish, and 
of these, Dave Ekins on his Zundap 
just might be the man. 

The course was very well marked, 
and the Pasadena M/C kept every- 
thing running smoothly at all times. 
Almost all the riders used big num- 
ber plates, so identification was 
easier than in most enduros.

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HOW TO BUILD A TEACUP ROAD RACER

After putting all of the parts away 
we’re ready to start on the chassis. 
Onerear shockis removed and moved 
to a nearly vertical position. A new 
top anchor was fabricated from a bolt 
and some steel strap material. The 
bolt must fit the shock bushing as 
close as possible. The new mount 
was brazed in place and the other 
side was done next. This whole job 
took about an hour. 





Foot Peg Construction 

The next project was fitting new 
foot pegs. Don’t use the rear pas- 
senger pegs found on most swinging 
arms. Many riders do, but the truth of 
the matter is, that the foot pegs 
should be mounted to the frame solid- 
ly, and not to a movable member such 
as the swinging arm. And then too, 
the rear suspension is somewhat af- 
fected.

The weather was so nice and cool 
for a late spring day in Northern 
California that we went 120 miles 
northwest toward.the mountains to 
test our cycles against the Hilltop- 
pers MC track at Lassen County 
Fairgrounds, near Susanville. 

There we found a three-eights 
mile track, in good shape, replete 
with an exciting board jump. 

People were friendly, and the of- 
ficials among the best and most alert 
we’ve ever seen. 


Oh — Oh! 

Extremely slick at first, the track 
soon dried out and made for an in- 
teresting day-long race card for all 
60 plus riders. The “gooey” condi- 
tion of the track put one of “our 
boys,” Mainer Richards, out of action 
after just two practice laps when he 
hung up in the mud as he came out of 
the sweeper and went over the high 
side. 

When Richards came to after hav- 
ing ridden the ambulance as far as 
the pit gate, he had nothing more 
wrong with him than a black eye, 
which came from his head-on meet- 
ing with the end of a handlebar; a 
cut chin, that came from his contact 
with the ground; a skinned, split 


nose, and a hole bitten through his 
tongue. 
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AND ROAR WITH 50cc 


We used % inch tube with a .960 
wall thickness for the bottom tube 
and the foot peg itself. An examina- 
tion of the photos will show how 
these were attached to the frame. 

The X" tube was cut and filed 
carefully to provide as good a fit as 
possible before brazing in place. 
Then a piece of 3/8" tube (.040 
wall) was used as a vertical hrace. 

One word of caution. It is far 
better to tack the assembly together 
lightly, so if something must be 
moved it's no big chore. Also re- 
member the pegs must be high enough 
so there is no danger of grounding 
them when heeled over in a turn. 
This could drop you to the asphalt 
in a flash. At the same time they 
shouldn’t be so high as to cause you 
you to feel cramped. You must feel 
comfortable on the bike if you're to 
do well and enjoy yourself. 

The peg assembly should be 
sturdy. Many of the bikes that show 
show up at the races have foot peg 
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Groovy Brass 

The brass displayed by the Hill- 
toppers was just about the best we’ve 
seen, and the club’s generosity with 
it was encouraging to all racers and 
fans as well. 

As District 36 has abolished the 
little 60cc class, many riders up 
here are without mounts. When the 
100cc class took the starting flag 
there were two of the D pape 
bees in competition. Nevada rider 
Don Hudd of Reno on a Honda 60, 
who crossed the finish line first took 
a nice piece of hardware home with 
him. 

Expert rider George McCarty of 
Red Bluff put on a spectacular show 
for fans and offered his competition 
nothing but a fast back wheel and a 
face full of dust. 

McCarty made a clean sweep in 
each race he entered. In the light- 
weight division, aboard a Honda 250, 
he won his heat race, his trophy dash 
and his main event. 

During the heavyweights’ run, 
George made the same three wins 
riding a 650 Triumph. 

Sixteen-year-old Amateur Dick 
Turner of Red Bluff went home with 
two pieces of brass also — one for 
his trophy dash and the other for the 
175cc main. 

Other two-time winners of the day 
were Red Bluff's Terry Hughes, who 
rode a Honda S-90 in the 100cc class, 
and John Davis of Redding, an ama- 
teur who won both times on his Bul- 
taco 200. 


arrangements of a rather flimsy na- 
ture. You should be able to put all 
your weight on them without a trace 
of deflection in any direction. Some 
prefer solid pegs, some prefer the 
folding type. Whatever type you do 
use, just be sure they’re installed 
securely. There is no excuse for a 
foot peg breaking off, and yet we see 
this happen from time to time. 
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And Handlebars 

O.K., now that we have a place to 
put our feet, our hands come next. 
Now there are all sorts of ways to 
mount the handlebars (or clip-ons if 
you will), the choice is up to you. 
The particular arrangement shown 
here has been used a number of times 
with excellent results. A short piece 
of tube is cut off, split in half, and 
each half welded to sides of the top 
fork crown. This provides a good 
solid anchor for the bar itself. On 
our particular machine, the clutch 
and brake controls were part of the 
original handlebars, so we used the 
original bars as part of our new setup.

Bar Logic 

We cut off each end of the old 
handlebars and filed them to fit the 
new location. Then they were tacked 
in place tothe reinforced head crown. 
(We put a pad on the frame and sat 
on it, with both feet on the pegs. 
The bars were moved till they felt 
comfortable, and only then were they 
tacked in place.) Once satisfied that 
everything was as it should be the 
bars were welded securely in place. 
If you prefer to use the conventional 
clip-ons, fine. But this is just one 
other way of accomplishing the same 
thing with one distinct advantage. 
You never have to worry about the 
clip on loosening up or moving. And 
there’s a lot to be said for that. 


More to Come 
At this point the bike is starting 
to take shape. The forks are back on 
along with the wheels, the rear 
shocks have been moved, and the 
handlebars are in their proper loca- 
tion. Some of you may be itchy about 


- getting the frame painted and some 


chrome work done. Don’t. We still 
have to lengthen the swinging arm, 
and there will be brackets mounted 
to the frame, so if the frame is paint- 
ed at this point it will only have to 
be done again later. The entire ma- 
chine should be constructed and test 
ridden before you ever should worry 
about the appearance. Invariably 
there’s always something you will 
probably want to change once you 
get the bike running. 

Most 50's have a very short wheel- 
base. While they may be fine forcom- 
muting, it is far too short for racing 
purposes. Next week we'll show you 
the easy way to add a few inchesto 
the swinging arm without a lot of 
Strain or pain. It's really very easy. 
Read CYCLE NEWS and find out just 
how this is done.

| CLARKE TAKES 
ELMA TITLE

Expert rider #65V Dave Clarke 
of Seattle on a Harley-Davidson was 
king for the day at the June 4 race 
at Elma, Washington. 

Against such sterling competition 
as four National Numbers — #90 Emil 
Ahola of Tacoma, #69 Sonny Burres 
of Portland, #91 Rollie Hall of Ken- 
newick and #62 Dick Taylor of-Kirk- 
land — as well as other fine riders, 
Clarke won top place in the Expert 
Main. 

Although situated in a sparsely 
populated region, the small town of 
Elma, Washington boasts one of the 
fastest half-mile tracks in the entire 
Northwest. Sunday, the Grays Harbor 
Motorcycle Club played host at this 
track to over 1200 ‘spectators and 
130 riders from Spokane, British 
Columbia, Oregon and the entire 
Western Washington region. 


Fierce Determination 

In the A Main, after Ahola blew 
his primary chain, Clarke took the 
lead and for 13 of the 15 laps in the 
event and maintained it over Sonny 
Burres and Rollie Hall. On the 10th 
lap, he hit the wooden barrier on the 
backstretch with his hand and broke 
two fingers but rode the final five 
laps to victory with his hand dripping 
blood. When they crossed the finish 
line, he, Burres and Hall were 
inches apart. Dick Taylor, who was 
fourth, was one second behind at 
the checkered flag. 

Sonny Burres, who is the top 
tanked TT rider in the nation, as of 
this date said that never in his life 
had he ridden so hard or tried so 
desperately to catch a man. He 
waited 15 laps for Clarke to make 
one mistake but he never did and he 
took home first place money to 
prove it.

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DRAG RACING

FONTANA RACEWAY CLOSED TO CYCLES 
“One down and two to go,” is not a description of a football yardage 
scrimmage but explains the present status of drag racing facilities for cycles 
in the Los Angeles area, 

Fontana and its manager, Mr. Jim 
London, have not closed due to pre- 
judice. The act is solely due to 
financial problems snd the impact 
will be felt by all drag racers, be 
they four wheel or two, Racing at 
the strip will be open to stock cars 
only and just for “kicks” races, 
minus trophies, etc. 

Dissenters 

Due to a dissenter among cycle 
racers, our position at Lions was 
also threatened. All is well at pres- 
ent, but it was close and further 
vehement protesting of unfair awards 
and prejudice will again add weight 
to the straw which could break cycle 
drag racing’s back. 

Only one man, and his related 
group of two, have created problems 
that could destroy what has taken a 
year to establish for all racers. 

Intwo successive weeks this man 
went directly tothe strip management 
at Lions and protested that awards 
were insufficient in size, He claimed 
that he was unfairly beaten and that 
a clique of racers bad it rigged 
against him. That is absolute non- 
sense, but strip management isn’t 
going to listen for long, when there 
would be no great loss in banning 
cycles and,in this simple action,be 
rid of nagging complaints. 

This team of three persons has a 
persecution complex that may soon 
be very real, rather than psychologi- 
cal. Racers in generalare not against 
them but may soon be — if further 
harm is done to racing! 

Sunday, at Fontanas last day of 
running, two bikes were entered in 
Top Fuel for the twenty five dollar 
cash award: McEvoy & Martinez', 
twin-engine Triumph “El Toro” and 
Ray Downard’s 350cc. Honda. The 
aforementioned team of three had 
entered their 80-inch Harley David- 
son in the Gas trophy class, because 
there wasn’t enough chance to beat 
the twin-engine Triumph. Then, the 
McEvoy-Martinez machine was have 
ing troubles, leaving the chance for 
an easy win to Ray's Honda fueler. 

One or more of the team of three, 
saw opportunity and called the 
strip'stower stating, "We are running 
for Top Fuel". 

Johnnie Eastes, the cycle direc- 
tor said, *No they are not, they were 
pre-entered for the Gas class tro- 
phy." But management said let them 
run, Eastes said, “I quit”, and the 
Harley promptly defeated Ray Down- 
ard for the cash award.

The June meeting came to order 
with District 37 President Jean Carter 
in the chair. Considerable discussion

This apparently has 
not been the case at the South Gate 
track and Carter said he would look 
into it. Pennington (Dusters) asked 
about the riders who already bought 
plates there and Carter said that they 
paid for merchandise received. A 
question was also raised about the 
gate fee of $1.50 when we have a 
District ruling that it does not ex- 
ceed $1.25. Carter again said that 
this would be looked into and that 
the fee would be dropped to $1.25 if 
they had indeed been charging $1.50. 
Hedidn'tknow personallyif they had, 
but that the gate fee did include 
rider insurance. 
New Rules 

The Competition Committee report 
was read with two changes which will 
become fully effective on July 1st of 
this year. All levers on motorcycles 
must be 5/8" diameter, and all pedals 
must be rubber-covered, including 
brakes. Also, all clubs must hold a 
tech inspection at races and should 
a club fail to do this, it will lose 
all chances for point runs the follow- 
ing year and also be fined $25.00. 


District Coordinator 

Other business included a report 
by Ron Sloan of the Rams on the 
findings of the Committee set up to 
investigate the new office of District 
Co-Ordinator. The position will cost 
$21,000 a year and a full report of 
how this is to be financed will be 
sent out to the clubs for discussion. 
The Committee recommended that a 
Board of Commissioners be chosen 
from club representatives who would 
choose the man for the job. The Com- 
mission would be five men with al- 
ternates, and nominations were made 
from the floor with more nominations 
and the actual voting to take place 
in July. Nominees were Pete Dupuy, 
Ron Sloan, Steve Hurd, Jay Draper, 
Don Kemp, Lynn Wineland, Bob 
Greene and Maureen Lee, all repre- 
sentatives of accredited clubs to the 
District and allof whom accepted the 
nominations.
